OUB DUNEDIN LETTER. ’ 

— o— 

(From OUT own Oorreopomhnt. ) 

Dunedin, May 26, 1870, 

Since my hist letter, we have been fu* 
Toured with a greater downfall of rain tiian 
we have experienced in Ounedin for the 
last two years. Its effects in town have 
been most disastrous. On the Water of 
Leith most of the bvidge.s were swept away, 
and for some hours the lower streets of the 
town wore under water. From tho country 
districts, tidings of ruinous floods reach us, 
and it Ls impossible to estimate tlie amount 
of damage done. For the purpose of en- 
abling country momboi'S to visit their 
homes, and ascertain the amount of injury 
caused to their properties, the Provincial 
Council was on Friday evening adjourued, 
and tho session was only resumed to-day. 

Mr Ashcroft’s pet motion — that stops 
should be taken with a viow to uniting tiio 
provinces of Otago and Canterbury — iiaa 
been carried in the teeth of considerable 
,oppo.iition. Mr Donald Reid opposed tho 
motion ; and Mr Haughton evinced his 
strong centralistic propensities by propos- 
ing as an amendment that the remaining 
provinces of the Middle Island should be 
included in the proposed union. Consider- 
able amusement was caused in the Council 
by Mr M‘Indoe jeeringly moving that in 
the event of the proposed union being ef- 
fected the seat of Government should be 
removed to Oamaru. To-day the several 
items making up the proposed £650,000 
loan were submitted to the House. I net- 
tice amongst them £100,000 for water 
supply on the gold-fields, £20,000 for the 
Oamaru Dock, and £10,000 for bridging 
tho Waitaki. 

Tuesday (the Queen’s birtliday) was kept 
up right loyalty by the citizens of Dunedin. 
In the morning there was a Volunteer Par 
rade ; several Royal salutes were fired, and 
Major Bathgate distributed prizes araougst 
the members. Later on in the day, there 
were numerous excursions to Port Chalmeis 
aud Portobcllo ; but the Taieri race-course 
was the principal attraction. Mr titeplien- 
son, who was appointed judge on the oc- 
casion, had the satisfaction ef seeing his 
own horses win two out of the four races 
run. In the evening, there were various 
bills, soirees, and other social gatherings 
in various parts of the town. Strange to 
sayj tho weather on this occasion favoured 
the pleasure-seekers. 

On the gas question, our Town Council- 
lors, afraid to trust to their own sagacity, 
appealed to the people. They appeared to 
bo quite as dilfident in expressing an 
opinion as their repreaentativea, tho largest 
number of votes on any of the issues at 
stake being only about 250. The results 
of the plebiscite were : 154 for, aud 92 
against, the construction of gas-works ; 44 
fjr, and 193 against, the purchase of the 
present works for £22,000 ; 102 for, and 
86 against, the acceptance of a fresh con- 
tract for lighting tho city lamps at a re- 
duced rate. In pursuance of these resolu- 
tions the Council now mvitss tenders for 
lighting the city lamp.s by either gas or 
kerosene. The tenders are to be deposited 
before the 1st July. The present contract 
expires on the 31st August, so our worthy 
potentates will in all conscienoe have suffi- 
cient time afforded them for deliberation.

Considerable 
disgust was expressed at the learned gen- 
tleman's performance by a certain member 
of the medical profession here, who even 
dared to call the great magician au im- 
postor. lu tlie course of his next lecture, 
the electro-psychologist hurled down the 
gauntlet to the world at large, and defied 
auy one to discover any imposition in his 
performance. Report says that Dr Carr 
intends to cut out the M.D.s altogether, 
that he can" cure stammering and other 
ailments by means of his magical powers, 
but hitherto tho miracles ho has worked 
have not been so beneficial to mankind.

Tlie Cromwell Quartz Crushing Company 
are busily engaged in tho construction of 
their second battery of five stamp heads. 
I am glad to leam that tho recent Injury 
to this company’s machinoi'y is likely 
to be soon remedied. Tho had state of tho 
roads and the recent fiood.s have prevented 
the arrival of thpir new castings from 
Dunedin, Tho men omployeil on tlie reef 
arc bringing stene to graas, and a large 
quantity will be ready for crushing when 
tho ton stamp heads are set to work. 

The crushing of 140 tons of stone from 
the Golden Link claim has given 900ozs. 
of amalgam, or almost 3ozs. of retorted gold 
to the ton. Yet this result is not so fa- 
vorable as the former crushings from the 
famous Golden Link. 

No. 3 oast on Logan’s line, which had 
been abandoned for some time, lias been 
taken up by Thompson and Bains, who 
are sinking a fresh shaft. It is to be hoped 
that their venture will bo successful. The 
otlier claims on tho east up to No. 13 have 
suspended operations. 

The contract for deepening the shaft iu 
the Morning Star claim — No 1. west — has 
been completed. The shaft is down to a 
depth of 9G feet, at which depth a reef of 
from two to three feet in thickness has 
been struck. Prospecting in this and the 
adj acent claim ia being proceeded with. The 
shareholders have shown a great deal of 
parsoveranee. • 

The public crushing at the' Aurora is 
nearly completed. The company has re- 
duced the number of hands for the winter 
months, as a large quiintity of stone was 
raised during the period the battery was 
crushing for the public j and this, with 
the stone which will be raised by the work- 
ing shareholders, is considered sufficient to 
keep tlie mill at work till the frast sets in, 
wlien water is likely to be scarce, and 
quicksilver wil! not so readily amalgamate 
without steam or warm water. 

The trial crashing of 20 tons of stone 
from No. 4 west (Messrs Dunn <fc Fendi- 
Bon) had not been com]deted when I wrote 
this, but is likely to yield a most satisfac- 
tory result. 10 tons from No. 2 west 
(Sliarily and Co.) was just going through 
tho mill. I will endeavour to sand you 
the result in time for next issue. 

The shareholders in Broadfoot and 
Kelly's claim have again commenced ope- 
r.nions, being quite satisfied with the i-esolt 
of their trial crushing. 

Colclougli and party are pushing their 
tunnel forward. They have advertised in 
the Dunedin papers for now machinery 
with steam power, and expect to have fi ve 
head of stampers in motion early in the 
spring. 

The Alto Company have completed their 
dray- road at great expense, and, are send- 
ing stoue to the Aurora battery for i*; trial 
crushing. 

The sluicing claims recently taken up in 
Bendigo Gully are in full awing. Tho 
late heavy rains have considerably injured 
some of the d.ims. The gully ia occupied 
for a distance of eight miles, stretching 
from Messrs Smith and O’Donnell’s hotel 
up to tlie Rise and Shine claim at the iiead 
of the gully. The shareholdere iu this 
claim are reported te be making from £8 
to £10 por week pur man.

Macom- 
ber, has produced a sheep-shearing machine 
guaranteed to be an effective substitute to 
the professional shearer. The discoverer, in 
a letter dated Puri.s, December, 1869, ac- 
knowledges his indebtedness to Mr G. A. 
Anstey for first suggesting the principle of 
the invention, so that South Australia has 
a special interest in its success. AJthongh 
many attempts have been made to super- 
sede hand-clipping, the shearing hitherto 
has triumphed over mechanical ingenuity. 
Different aiqiaratns have been from time 
to tirhe tried, and have come very near tho 
accomplLshment of tho end in view, hut 
they have .always proved defective iu some 
point which was fatal to their general 
adoption. To judge by the testimonials 
and statements to hand, all obstacles have 
been overcome in connection with this new 
and simple machine, which has received 
the name of the American Patent Sheep- 
shearer, It is estimated that it will make 
6000 cuts par minute, and perform its work 
with as much accuracy and completeness 
as rapidity. * * * * A testimonial 
has been rsceivod from Mr Henry Boynton, 
doseribedtef one of the largest wool-growers 
in til? I^)ditWi|S tatc3. In it the- following 
piwsage^tewi#^*' There can bo no more 
doubting tliat^ji^op can be well and rapidly 
shorn hy machinery, and your maohiae 
must take its place among the great labor- 
saving contrivances of the age. 1 tried it 
upon our heavy fleeced Vermont merino.s, 
the most diflieult sliee]) to shear of any iu 
the world. The machine was put into tho 
hands of men wholly unuseil to it, autl ye;, 
after a little clipping round tho nock and 
legs of tho sheep, the fleeces wore off in 
five or eight minutes. With one m.m to 
catch and prepare the sheep, and one to 
operate tho macliino, I conliiiently expect 
it to take off 150 fleeces a day. Among 
the lighter-fleeced sheep of the West Texas, 
South America, and Australia, it will do 
more. The sheep leaves the machine with 
fewer cuts than generally re.sult from the 
shearing, and tho wool can be cut dofvn to 
any desired degree of closeness and smooth- 
ness.’’ It is impos.sible to describe the ap- 
paratus from the lithograph represontation 
of it, and no explanation of its chariicter 
and mode of working is furnished. The 
cost of sheaving per 100 sheep may be sot 
down at 23s, including 16s for wages, 
and from 7s to 8s for rations. An ex])eri- 
enced shearer can in the .season of six weeks 
manipulate about 1500 sheep, so that tlie 
aggregate of inon required may be set down 
at 30,000. Wo have no means at hand 
of knowing tho number of sheep runs in 
the colonies, but it is believed that the ma- 
chines, if universally intrurlucod, and 
each worlced by a m.m and a boy, or by 
two men, would employ nearly as large 
a number of hands as . arc now engaged 
during the .shearing season. The great 
vantage of tho appandus to tho . sj 
farmer will consist in its oapaliilit 
porsodo skilled labour. This will ' 
groat desideratum, for tho demaiul' 
roughly efficient workmen in this bi 
of the business frequently exceeds the si 
ply. Tho ranchine, if it fulfils expecta- 
tions,/ will give pormanent dellvoranco 
from this nnfortimate state of things, and

Tho postiil csramunicatioit between Gre.st 
Britain and the Auslv.dian colonies fitidi^< 
some lUliieiitty in wtablialuiig itself ,on^ 
satisfactory footing. For upwards oS 
years tho colonial flovcmincnta have* 
engaged, olT and on, in attempting to a? 
range nemo schemo which shsll suit all 
alike, but hitherto without succesi. The 
chief difficulty arises from the jealousies 
that subsist betwocn yictoria and Now 
South Wales. Either Sydney or Molbourae- 
must bo the head quarters, and neither can 
be prevailed on to give way to its riva'. 

But the matter is otherwise not an easy 
oiie to settle. Each colony has some {leb 
lino of its own, which it wishes to have 
adopted in preference to oraitnultanoously 
with any other. Queensland is specially 
interested in the maintenance of the route 
via Torres Straits, which New South Wales 
for similar reasons is unwilling to assist 
in supporting. Victoria refuses to contri- 
bute to the support of a mail service,, vh ' 
Torres Straits, but insisto on the old lino 
via Suez, which also is tlie ono that suits 
South Australia. Victoria, too, is still 
striving to carry out her favourite plan of 
a line of atoainers round the Capo of Good 
Ho])o. New Zealand will Iw satisfied witli 
nothing else than a sorviceacross tho Pocilie 
by way of San Francisco. Ono glance at 
the map is enough to show that this is hjr 
far tho most expeditious way of oommunl- 
eating with Great Britain and Europe ; 
and now that the railway has been ox-^ 
tended across the American continont, it ' 
has become » matter of pi^itivo cortaihtw,! 
The cominorcial advantages are tpo greSa^ 
to leave any doubt that all the Australia 
continent will sooner or lator come into it. 

In this respect the failure of tho Pajnam.x 
Company was not altogether a miafoVtuiio 
for New Zealand, since it will now bo able 
to get substantially the same service per- 
formed at one-third of tho cost. 

So far, then, as New Zoahmd is con- 
cerned, the question of the route is eettlodf^j 
and tlie ultimate assUtanco of the othe'' 
colonies may be pretty confidently reckon^ 
on.

Melbourne, 23rd May, 
Twice within a week the inhabitants of 
Victoria have been startled from their pro- 
priety by awful news. Murder seems in- 
deed to be the very error of the hour, and it 
is to be feared, like the suicide mania, it will 
spread. Let me narrate the facts. Last 
Tuesday, as Mr George Baton Smith, ex- 
Attorney-General, and now M.L.A. for 
South Bourke, was proceeding from the 
Supreme Court to the House of Assembly, 
he was met at the corner of Latrobe and 
Spring streets, by Gerald Henry Supple, 
also a barrister, and also, like Mr Smith, 
a constant contributor to the presa here. 
Supple drew a revolver, and said, “ Look 
out, I am going to fire.” Suiting the ac- 
tion to the word, he did fire. Smith 
dodged, and ran away, crying out as he 
went, “ For God’s sake save me, this man 
wanta to murder me.” As he ran Supple 
ran, and kept at the same time blazing away 
with his revolver. His fourth shot hit 
Smith on. the elbow joinl^ and passed along 
the hone to the wrist, where it lodged, 
and whence it was extracted by Dr Mother- 
well. At this juncture a bystander 
named Walshe rushed at Supple and threw 
him to the ground. He fired as he fell, 
and the ball pierced Walshe's abdomen. 
In a city like this, you can judge what 
the commotion was. The nows spread 
like -wild-fire, and soon the town was 
flooded with contradictory reports of all 
kinds. First, it was said that Smith had 
shot Supple ; then that Supple had killed 
Smith, and afterwards shot himself ; and 
then that both Smith and Walshe were 
dead or about to die. Tho excitement 
spread even within the walls of the Legis- 
lative Assembly, and there a formal an- 
nouncement was made of the fact that a 
member of Parliament had been shot on 
his way to the House. Soon the uneasi- 
ness ■which was felt on Mr Smith’s 
account was dispelled, for after having had 
his wound dressed he walked to the As- 
sembly, and had an interview with the Chief 
Secretary in the minister’s room. It .was 
not BO well with poor Walshe, though. 
He was conveyed to the hospital, and at 
first it was thought that he was only 
slightly hurt. The ball had entered above 
the hip and traversed the muscles of the 
back till it reached the region of the spine. 
No difficulty was found in extracting it, 
and it was thought that as the spine was 
uninjured all might he well. This didnot 
prove to he the case, however; and at 
three o’clock next day he died. A sub 
seription was at ofaee started, and 1 believe 
over £5000 will be raised for his family, 
which numbers six. The State intends 
taking tho responsibility of the children on 
itself, and a sum will he placed on the Es- 
timates for their future support. Supple’s 
friends want to make out thet he is mad. 
He has since the act gloried in it, but ho 
has expressed regret that he killed Walshe 
instead of Smith. He now lies in gaol, 
awaiting trial, Public feeling is very strong 
against him ; still, I fancy a great effort 
w^I be made to prove him insane. The 
Ctown, however) will not accept the plea, 
and I am told that an article ho wrote in 
the Argus 0e day before the murder will 
be Ipei in U evidence against him.
